PETITIONS FROM NEW JERSEY 


Against the Passage of the Elections Bill 
Dolph’s Resolution. 
WASHINGTON, December 12.--Senator McPher- 
gon presented numerous remonstrances from the 
State of New Jersey against the passage of the 
elections bill. 

_House bills for public buildings at Reidsville, 
N. C., and Charleston, S. C., were reported back 
favorably witout amendment and placed on the 
calendar. 

The Plumb resolution for daily mectings at 10 
o'clock and for evening sessions was taken up. 

Mr. Hoar moved to amend the resolution by 
striking out the clanse for evening sessions and 
making it take effect aiter tomorrow, so a8 to 
leaye the resolution provide only for an earlier 
daily meeting. The amendment was agreed to 


snd the resolution was then agreed to without 
debate. . 


SENATOR DOLPH’S INQUIRY, 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. Dol ph 
instructing the committee on privileges and 
elections to inquire and report whether the right 
to vote at any election for presidential electors, 
members of congress, or state legislature or offi- 
cers, is denied to any male citizens of any state, 
or is abridged, except for participation inthe 
rebellion or other crime, wastaken up, and Mr, 
Dolph stated the reasons which had induced him 
to offer it. 

The discussion drifted into the question of the 
treatinent of Chinamen on the Pacific coast. 
Further allusion to Tillman's inaugural message 
brought out the declaration from Mr. Butler that 
he was perfectly willing to stand by that mes- 
nage and that it Was conclusive proof to bis 
m nd that there were no people on this continent 
who were half 60 anxious to settle the race difi- 
culties as were the Ee le of the south. 

Mr. Dolph said that he was informed by asen- 
ator, on his side of the chamber, that the senator 
himself had threatened colored men in his em- 
ployment that he would discharge themif they 
should vote the republican ticket. 

Mr. Butler—Whoever made that statement is 
uilty 0. a willfuland deliberate falsehood—de- 
iberate and willful falsehood. 

Mr. Hoar—I suppose that I read within the 
twenty-four hours the testimony of a senator from 
South Carolina, beforea committee of this body, 
or of the other house, in which he stated that he 
had told the colored people on his plantation that 
he would dismiss thein from his employment if 
they voted the republican ticket. id made the 
statement myself to the senator from Oregon.

Lapham, of New York, in 
wi o% “fr, Butler is represented to have testified 
as follows: 

“su you say to these colored men that the 
could not remain on your land unless they vote 
the democratic ticket?’’ 

“i donot know ciat Il said that. I said this: I 
went down and gave them tickets, and said to 
them that they had the right to vote the 
republican ticket 1f they pleased; that they were 
freemen, as free as I was, but if they exercised 
that right and imposed taxes upon ine that would 
deatroy my property and _ prospects, I 
should throw myself back on the same rights 
tint f tau under ihe laws of the country, and 
would see that they left my plantation.”’ 

“Did they all vote the democratic ticket?” 

“No, sir. Six or seven of them voted the demo- 
cratic ticket; some of them did not vote at ail, 
and 1 do not know how the others yoted, but I in- 
tend to inform myself.” 

“With the view to turning them off if they 
voted the republican ticket?” 

“Not for voting the republican ticket, if they 
had an honest ticket, but for voting ior these 
thieves and robbers.” 

“If that language,’’ Mr. Hoar said, “did not 
justify the statement that the senator from South 
Carolina had threatened to discharge the men 
from his em oy ag for voting the republican 
ticket, then he had done the senator an injustice, 
uut he thought that it did.’’ 

Mr. Butler said that he had denounced as a false 
Statement thathe had threatened to discharge 
colored men on his plantation if they voted the 
republican ticket. He had no retraction to make. 
if the senator from Massachusetts had said that 
he gave infurmation to the senator from Oregon 
(Mr. Dolph) not of his own Kknowl- 
edge, but from « public decument, and gave 
assurance that he reciprocated that sentiment, 
the subject was permitted to dropto the satis- 
faction of the senators concerned and of senators 
on both sides of the chamber.

Orders of the Postmaster General 
specting Certain Mexican Mail Matter. 
WASHINGTON, Dece:nber 12.—The postmas- 

ter genera) issued the following order today: 

Postmasters will hereafter intercept the t ans- 
mission in the mails,and deciine to deiiver at their 
respective offices, any circulars, in sealer enve- 
jopes, brought into the United States from Mexico, 
prepaid atless than the 5-cent rate, and will, 
whenever such matter is discovered in transit, or 
in an office of delivery, hold the same and report 
the fact to the postmaster general for instructions 
as to the disposal of it. 

This order is especially intended to apply to 
circulars of Mexican lottelies, which have 
heretofore been received.in sealed envelopes, 
the corners of which haVe been clipped, and 
the postage of which has been prepaid by 
Mexican stamps of the denomination of 1

AND HIS ACCOMPLICES IN BANE 
WRECKING. 


THE QUARTETTE IN MOYAMENSING. 


The Grand. Jury Makes Out Indictments 
After an Examination of the Books, 
and the Arrests Follow, 
PHIrapeLPHiA, December 12.—George T 
Work, who was the mastermindof the Work- 
MacFarlane-Pfeiffer-Dungan}syndicate, which, 
itis alleged, wrecked the Bank of America 
and the American Life Insurance Company, 
was arrested Thursday night on a warrant 
sworn out by District Attorney Allen, 
and at a hearing today, in default 
of $20,000 _—i bail, was committed to 
Moyamensing prison. The dlstrict attorney 
also swore out warrants for the arrest of State 
Senator John J. MacFarlane, Louis EK, 
Pfeiffer and James S. Dungan, but Work was 
the only une of the number that the constable 

could find. 
THE CHARGES AGAINST WORK. 

The warrant on which Work was arrested 
charges him with rehypothecating stocks and 
with conspiracy to cheat and defraud depositors 
and others interested in the Bank of 
America. The warrant also charges him 
with similar offenses in connection with 
the American Life Insurance Company. 
Senator MacFarlane was president of the 
American Life Insurance Company and vice 

resident of the Bank of American, Louis 

3. Pfeiffer was president of the bank and 
vice president of the insurance company, and 
Dungan was cashier of the bank. Work held 
the position of assistant or advisor to senator 
MacFarlane. 

The peculiar and _ disastrous financial 
methods of the -quartette reached a cilinax 
last spring, and when they could no longer be 
concealed, the bank suspended and the in- 
surance company assigned a few days later. 
Hundreds of people lost their all by the ruin 
of the two institutions, and when the full 
truth of the manner by which the crasb was 
brought about was learned, the greatest indig- 
nation was expressed against the officers of 
the companies, and Senator MacFarlane disap- 
peared and never returned. 

HOW THE DISCOVERIES WERE MADE. 

Pfeiffer and Dungan were arrested, charged 
with receiving deposits after they knew the 
bank was insolvent, and anjindictment on that 
charge is still pending against them. Since 
that time an expert accountant has been at 
work examining the books, andit was upon 
discoveries made by him that the district at- 
torney issued the warrants for the arrest of 
the quartette of bank wreckers. 


PRETTYMAN AND HIS PARTNER.

The Chicago Banker and His Cashier In- 
dicted by the Grand Jury. 

Cuicagu. December 12.—The grand jury 
this afternoon returned four indictments 
against Banker Prettyman, whose bank went 
to the wallashort time ago, and against his 
cashier, C. S. Johnson, on charges of embez- 
ziement, and capiases for their arrest were at 
once issued for the rest. The base of the in- 
dictments is the receipt of money from de- 
positors after the insolvency of the bank wag 
apparent. 

Both were arrested and came near spending 
the night in jail. It was not till this evening 
that bondsmen could be secured, and the judge 
had to be induced to return to court after hours 
to sign the release papers. Pretfyman, his wife 
and cashicr at once took a carriage and drove 
to a fashionable restaurant, where they dined. 
Throughout the day, the corridors adjoining 
the grand jury rooms were haunted by angry 
creditors. Inthe county court other sufferers 
watched the investigation progressing there re- 
garding Prettyman’s affairs. 

According to the admissions of H. H. 
Bishop, silent partner of the banker, the col- 
lapse was made more complete by Bishop, 
who believed Prettyman was arranging a 
freeze-out. Bishop, before the crash, quietly 
checked out some thousands of dollars, giving 
the money to his brother, who carried it to 
Canada. The asséts of Prettyman’s bank, 
lumber company and private estate were 
scheduled by the assignee today as amounting 
to $45,800. , 


CHOPPED OFF HIS HEAD. 


Murder of a United States Deputy Marshal in 
Missouri. 


Kansas City, Mo., December 12.—A spe- 
cial from Rolla, Mo., says; Deputy United 
States Marshal R. M. Roper has been mur- 
dered in Texas county, Missouri. Last Thurs- 
day Roper left Roila fora point forty miles 
south of this place to arrest illicit distillers. 
He was to be gone twodays. Yesterday a boy 
rode into Kolla and announced that Roper’s 
dead body had been found ina lumber camp 
with the head cutoff. The head was severed 
closely from the body, as though done with a 
broad-ax. 

The ground around the place where the body 
was found gave evidences of a fierce struggle, 
going to show that Roper had defended him- 
self to the last. That portion of the state has 
become noted as the home of Bald Knobbers 
and the resort of the worst class of desperadoes. 
Deputy United States Marshal Tracy, of this 
city, confirms the news of Roper’s murder. He 
said it had not been made public on account of 
his desire to make a still hunt for the mur- 
derers. A man named Lane, a moonshiner, 
has been arrested. A posse is in search of the 
murderers. 


THE WHIPPING OF CURL 


And a Tragedy Resulting Therefrom—The 
Escape of Burgess. 


LovisviLLe, Ky., December 12.—W. H. 
Curl, who was whipped by personal enemies 
near Brandenburg, !ast week, is still hardly 
able to be about. The men were about to 
hang him, but, upon his plea for the sake of 
his children, contented themselves with beat- 
ing him until he was bleeding, from heavy 
weits, from his shoulders to bis knees. When 
Coustable Massey, with a warrant, called 
on Thomas Burgess to answer the charge 
of beating Cur), Burgess answered: 

“Not bya d—d sight,”’ and taking his shot- 
gun he fired through the door. None of the 
shots took effect. 

Then he went to a window and fired the 
other barrel. The charge entered the bowels 
of John Foote, and he feil to the ground dead. 

During the excitement created by the shoot- 
ing of Foote, Burgess escaped through a rear 
window and is at large. Burgess came re- 
cently from Harrison county, Indiana, where 
he had killed a man. 


A TOUGH CITIZEN.

A. J. Dixon, known as the Jesse James of south 
Georgia, wasarrested by Postoiice Inspector Bulla 
at Mershon, Ga,, for using the mails for fraudulent 
purposes. He will be taken to Macon. Dixon has 
the distinction of having killed two men, and 
twenty-nine indictments are outagainst him for 
various crimes.. He has resided at Mershon with- 
out fear of arrest, being assured of protection b 
friends.

Some time ago Dixon had his son, fourteen years 
old, a postmaster, by swearing he was of 
age. son appointed Dixon assistant post- 
master.

A RECEIVER APPOINTED 


To Take Charge of the Charleston, Cincin- 
nati and Chicago Road. 
CHARLESTON, S.C., December 12.—[{Special.]—In 
the United States circuit court today Judges Bond 
and Bryan granted an injunction restraining all 
Suits against the Charieston, Cincinnaii and 
Chicago railway, and appuinting Samuel Lord, of 
this city, temporary receiver, with notice that a 
motion for the appointment of a permanent re- 
ceiver would be argued here on the first Tuesday 
in February vext. The complaint is at the in- 
stance of the Finance Company, of Philadelphia, 
Barker Bros. & Co., of Pennsylvania, against the 
Charleston, Cincinnati and Chicago railway 
and the Massachusetts and Southern 
Construction Compsony, the Boston Sale 
Deposit Company, McDonald, Shea & Co., of 
Tennessee; P. P. Ckehtanion, of New York; and 
William Kenefick, of Missouri, The order recites 
that it appears that certain contractors have coum- 
meneed proceedings in the United States court of 
Tennessee fur the purpose of selling a portion of 
the roadbed in the state of Tennessee, and there- 
by dismem bering the road and greatly impairing 
its value as sccurity to its bondholders. -it is, 
therelore, ordered that the Charleston, Cincin- 
nati and Chicago Railroad Company, its affairs, 
agents, etc., are restrained and enjoined from 
transferring and delivering the  posses- 
sion =€6©ff©)6=6tthe)=—soproperty of said cor- 
poration or any purt of the same to any one 
Save and except to the receiver herewith ap- 
pointed, namely, Samuel Lord, of Charleston.

THR PAPERS DESTROYED. 

A wagon loaded with copies of the anti-Par- 
nell edition of United Ireland was driven to 
King’s Bridge railway station today, it being 
the intention to load them on the train for dis- 
tribution in south Ireland. As the wagon 
drew up at the station, two men, one of whom 
had his face covered with a mask, and the 
other with a drawn revolver, sprang upon the 
vehicle, and compelled the driver to proceed 
with his load 4o Island bridge. When they 
arrived upon the bridge, the two men flung all 
the papers into Liffey river. 

WILL ISSUE A NEW PAPER. 

It is stated that a new paper of the anti- 
Parnell faction of the Irish pide will appear 
Monday next. The municipal council of 
Sharabareen has adopted a vote confidence in 
McCarthy, and also a resolution objecting to 
Parnell’s leadership of the nationalist party 
was unanimously adopted. 

THEIR HEADQUARTERS ESTABLISHED. 

A committee representing the anti-Parnell 
section of the nationalist party secured offices 
in lower Sackville streetand held a prelim- 
inary meeting today. Numerous applications 
for membership were received from persons 
residing in the city and country. These in- 
clude letters from clergymen and others ex- 
pressing their readiness to subscribe funds, if 
necessary, forthe organization and founding 
of the contemplated’ new paper. It was de- 
cided to publish the first number of the half- 
penny paper on Monday next, under 
the title of “‘The Suppressed United Ire- 
land,”’ with the name of William O’Brien as 
publisher. It will appear until arrangements 
are completed for a regular morning journal 
ona more elaborate scale, of which the pros- 
pectus is already drafted and will be issued in 
a few days. The work of organizing local 
committees proceeds apace in various districts. 
The league offices having remained in Par- 
nell’s hands, the MecCarthyites will forma 
central executive committee on league lines. 

A representative committee of anti-Parnell- 
ites will also send out speakers to assist in 
electioneering work. They say they are la- 
boring under a disadvantage in being deprived 
of the means of reaching nationalists through- 
out the country, but that they are confident 
that with their new organ they will recover 
the ground they lost in the earlier stages of 
the struggle. 

THE PARLIAMENTARY FUND ASSOCIATION. 

New York, December 12.—The Irish Par- 
liamentary Fund association, which has given 
so liberally of money to the Irish national 
movement, has made public the following:

OMAHA, December 12.--Nearly 600 iodges of 
3,000 Sioux, including the bands of Two Strike and 
Short Bull, are marching in from the iad Lands 
te Pine Ridge agency, in obedience to General 
Brooke's orders and will report te him tonighi, 
unless they are staimpeded by freshrumors. They 
have been slow to start because they were told 
they were to be punished for raiding the squaw 
men’s ranches, 


TWO LIVES IN DANGER 


From Trying to Save Property During a 
Fire. 

FoRT VALLEY, Ga, December 12,—{Special-}— 
Eariy this mofning the residence of Mr. D. H. 
Houser, six miles from here, was consumed by fire, 
which originated in the pantry, and is supposed 
to have been caused by rats coming in contact 
with matches. Very little was saved, and 
Mr. anit Mrs. Houser got burned Very 
badly, but not seriously. Mrs. Houser was 
completely overcome by heat, and fell in 
close proximity to the flames, but was 
discovered in time for her life to be saved. A 
trunk containing valuable papers was saved, but 
Miss Etta Houser’s entire wardrobe, together with 
her watch, jewelry and $50 in money, was de- 
stroyed.

\£HE HOUSE DEVOTES A LONG DAY 
70 THE BILL, 


And Many Exciting Debates Resulted. 
Branch Colleges Knocked Out—An 
Increase for the Military. 


The branch colleges of the State university 
have gone overboard. 

The house did it. 

A great deal of debate fcame up over the 
amendment of Mr. Seay, striking all of the 
branch colleges from the appropriation bill. 

+ Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, started the dis- 
, cussion by making another speech against the 
. colleges, and for the common schools of Geor- 
!gia. It wasn its text similar to thespeech he 

*made against the Technological school. He 
‘gaid that the branch colleges were nothing 
,more than high fschools, put about 

‘here and_ there for the benefit 

‘solely of the localities in which they are es- 
tablished. He stated his opposition tothe 
colleges was urged with all sincerity, for he 

- aspired to nothing higher on the floor of Geor- 
gia’s capitol than to fulfill his conception of 
this sworn duty. 

Mr. Hill, of Meriwether, followed witha 
‘speech, making a strong speech also against 
the colleges. 

He called over the purposes for which the 
people of Georgia are taxed, and claimed that 
they were in no way responsible for the sup- 

- port of local institutions. He brought many 
tigures to bear showing the history of the leg- 

‘ jslative sustenance of the university from its 

origin; and drew the comparison of the money 

} that had gone to it and that which had been 

| given to the common schools. 

Mr. Hardeman, of Wilkes, made a strong 
speech in favor of the branch colleges, and 
urged that the state would stab its own heart 
by striking out these colleges. 

He showed fhat there were 826 students at- 
tending the colleges, and all that was asked 
for them was $11,000, or $12 apiete, annually. 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, made a taking 
speech, showing that the  appropria- 
tions to the branch’ colleges were 
no more than was yiven every barefoot boy 
and sunbonnet girlin the common schools. 
He showed that the state had received prop- 
erty from the towns where these colleges were 
located, and could not cut the support off with 
profit. 

NOT LOCAL. 

Mr. Lumsden, of White, was a warm sup- 
porter of the branch colleges. 

He proved, by a reference to the catalogues 
of the institutions, that they had students on 
their rolls from ail parts of the state. 

Mr. Hartridge, of Chatham, brought out the 
point that the colleges allowed 219 scholar- 

' ships. 

« Mr. Wooten, of Dougherty, made a forcible 
argument in favor of the colleges, claiming 
that all the argument against them was 
sophistical. He showed that much of the 
money planted in the State university was her 

'}own by right of the state’s indebtedness, and 
asked if Georgia had grown so poor that she 
would repudiate her honest debts. 

Mr. Seay, of Floyd, wanted to explain his 
position. He had voted for the state univer- 

‘ sity, for the Technological school, for the girls’ 

| college and common schools, but he was op- 

| posed to the branch colleges, because he 

' thought they were only local institutions. He 
believed in paying up the teachers first of all. 

Mr. Bush, of Miller, thought the branch 
colleges were the greatest farces in Georgia. 

CALLING THE VOTE. 

Mr. Clifton, of Chatham, offered a resolu. 
tion for the committee to rise and ask leave of 
the house to sit again and vote upon the ques- 
tion at 12:20 o’clock. 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, offered the follow- 
ing amendment to the branch college section 
ofthe bill, when the committee had formed 
again according to Mr. Clifton’s resolution. 
“That no appropriation for the uso of the | 
several branch colleges designated in this sec- 
tion shall be paid until the trustees of such 
branch college shall file with the treasurer of 
this state a certificate that not more than $5 
shall be charged for matriculation fees or on 
any incidental fees charged for admission into 
euch branch college per annum. 

MR. WHiTFIELD’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Whitfield spoke with his accustomed 
force and eloquence in behalf of the branch 
colleges, and showed with mighty arguments 
the necessity of these institutions in Georgia. 

He made a brilliant showing fer the college 
at Milledgeville, and spared no endeavor to 
have thai college put before the house in the 
full light of its great usefulness. 

Mr. Whitfield was complimented by very 
many upon his great speech in behalf of the 
Georgia colleges. 

HE WAS CONVERTED. 

Mr. Berner was arecent convert to branch 
colleges. 

Said he: ‘I have stood on this floor ona 
former occasion in honest opposition to the 

’ branch colleges of Georgia, but I want to say 
that I have lately been convinced by many 
that they can send their children to these in- 
stitutions to much greater advantage than to 
the university at Athens, by reason of the 
fact that it was cheaper to them to keep their 
children nearer home. Some can send to these 
colleges and can’t send them to the university 
at Athens.’’ 

Mr. Berner begged that the plea of the peo- 
ple of Forsyth for a branch college should not 
be passed by unnoticed. ‘Whether you vote | 
for it or not, however,” he said, “I am going | 
to vote to give every farmer on this floor the 
full realization of an almost ideal system of 
public schools.’’ 

Mr. Huff, of Bibb, was different. He said 
he wanted to see every department of educa- 
tion prosper and flourish, and to see the youth 
of our land grow up to call her blessed, but if 
the branch colleges were cut off he made no 

pledges to the friends of common schools, 

for he would take it that they had torn 

down the temples. He made a 

apeech that brought applause unbounded 

from the friends of the colleges. 

The debate closed and the vote was taken on 
Mr. Seay’s amendment to strike ont the branch 
college appropriations. 

The vote stood 89 in favor of the amendment 
and 54 against it. There was applause among 
the fariners. 

The Girls’ College. 


There was but little opposition to the Girls’ 

Normal and Industrial college. 
‘ It was embraced in the amendment of Mr. 
Humphreys, of Brooks, and the author of the 
“amendment made quite a lengthy speech 
urging the same point that characterized his 
other speeches against the colleges, which is 
that the common schools, and not. colleges, 
should be buiit up ont of the public money. 

Mr. Atkinson, the author of the bill to estab- 
lish the school, made a powerful speech in its 
behaif, and so did Crawford, the negro repre- 
sentative from McIntosh, and Mr. Boifeutllet, 
of Bibb. 

Mr. Sears, of Webster, said he was opposed 
to the branch coileges but was in favor of Miche 
education every time. 

Mr. Thornton, of Wayne, was opposed to 
the appropriation, while Mr. Smith, of Greene, 
doubted the feasibility of its establishment. 

The vote on Mr. Humphreys’s motion was 
taken, resulting in ayes 46, nays 79.

All of the following paragraphs were agreed 
to without opposition:

$380,660,

For the department of agriculture the sum of

The paragraph prescribing the fees of the 
inspectors of fertilizers, was amended by Mr. 
Atkinson, of Coweta, to the effect that if the 
number of fnspectors be increased they shall 
get their money out of the same appropriation. 
The paragraph reads thas as amended: 

For salaries of inspectors of fertilizers, the sum 
of $9,000, said arnount to be governed and — 
tioned by the commissionor of agricuiture, 
and shall arise from the source now specified 
by law, as provided by section 1563 (c), code 1882, 
provided, thatif the number of inspectors is in- 
creased they shall be paidout of the amount 
herein appropriated. 

An attempt was made to change the appro- 
priation for the agricultural state chemist from 
$3,000 to $2,000 by Mr. Meriwether, of Wilkes, 
but it failed. 

The geological department gets $8,000. 

The Experimental Station, 

There was quite an interesting tilt over the 
experimental station. 

The paragraph was read as follows: 

For the experimental station, the sum of $5,000, 
which sum sball be used for the support and 
maintenance of said station, and the further sum 
of $1,500, which shall be used in paying the ex- 
penses of the board of trusteesin visiting said 
station, to be paid on an itemized statement ap- 
proved by the chairman and presented to the gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Tatum, of Dade, wanted to know what 
benetit the institution had ever proved. 

This opened the debate, and Mr. Hum- 
phreys, of Brooks, made a speech, saying he 
doubted the advisability of expending this 
money. 

‘4 NIGGER AND A MULE.” 


Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, followed with quite 
a humorous speech. 

He said he was very much in favor of spend- 
ing the state’s money, so that it could get out 
into the arteries of commerce and flush the 
pulse of Georgia by flushing the purses of her 
citizens, but he thought this money 
could get out in a better direction. 

“Talk about experimental stations, why the 
Georgia farmers’ experimental institution is a 
negro and a mule, and he wants none better. 
Whavw!l! grow fh one part of Georgia, won’t 
grow in another under the same treatment, 
and the growth of cotton in the Piedmont sec- 
tion has but little to do with the price of rice 
at the seaport towns. 

‘All I can make of this station is thatitisa 
good, soft place for a broken-down farmer or a 
wearied politician to rest and grow fatona 
good, big salary.”’ [{Laughter.] 

Mr. Hartridge sarcastically urged that surely 
the lawyers and editors of the house should 
vote for this farmers’ institution. 

MR. RYALS REPLIES. 

Mr. Ryals, of Chatham. repliedto Mr. Lowis 
with pointed remarks. He said he was a 
director of the institution, and was proud to 
say that the men who had it in charge 
were as honorable as any in the’ grand 
old state of Georgia. ‘‘Though I am willing 
to confess with regret that all that ought to 
be done is not done, I feel cailed upon to 
fling back upon the gentleman from Hancock 
his slurring remarks, for the men in charge 
of that institution are worthy of better trib- 
utes, I may, myself, be a broken-down politi- 
cian, but I didn’t get this office by the 
begging of any man.”’ 

he paragraph was agreed to, and the com- 
mittee of the whole arose, asking to sit again 
in the afternoon. 
The Afternoon'’s Work. 

The greatest work of the day remained to be 
done in the afternoor session. 

It was the appropriation of $25,000 
military departments of the state. 

Mr. Holtzclaw, of Houston, made the 
amendment to make the amount $25,000 in- 
stead of $7,500 as heretofore, and made a 
strong speech to urge the claims of the Geor- 
gia soldiery. 

Messrs. Wooten of Dougherty, Atkinson of 
Coweter, Gilbert of Muscogee, and Lark of 
Clay, all made good speeches upon the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Holtzclaw. 

Mr. Clifton, of Chatham, had especially 
strong arguments in favor of the amendment, 
for he said that his section felt 
the need of 4 thorough mil- 
itary foree, and the companies relied 
upon the state by necessity, for they were com- 
posed of men of small means. 

Mr. Clifton made a strong and able appeal 
in behalf of the voung soldiers of Georgia. re- 
ferring to them as “dutiful sons of their 
fathers by whose hands they are led in the 
paths of patriotism, blessed in the heritance of 
southern pride and southern patriotism.”’ 

Mr. Lumsden, of White, also made a forci- 

le appeal in behalf of the soldiery of Georgia, 
and sodid Messrs. Boifeuillet of Bibb, Nor- 
won of Liberty and Cutts of Sumpter. 

Mir. Hand, of Baker, moved to make it 
$10,000, but it was voted down and the full 
825,000 was accorded the soldier boys for their 
encampment next year, by an overwhelming 
vote,

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, moved to reconsider 
the action of the committee with regard to the 
branch colleges. 

Mr. Howell, of Fulton, also spoke in favor 
of a reconsideration, saying that the committee 
could, by reinstating the branch colleges, send 
back a report that would be an honor to 
Georgia. 

Mr. Cagle, of Pickens, said he hoped the 
committee would reconsider its action, for he 
had voted against them, and when he come 
to think of it, he saw the Dahlonega branch 
coliege was all that north Georgia had. 

The motion to reconsider failed on a vote of 
58 to 70. 

Mr. Holtzclaw then moved that the com- 
mittee rise and report the entire bii! favorably. 
It was carried and the report was made to the 
house. 

THE COLLEGES AGAIN. 


The previous question was called. 

Mr. Whitfield moved to adopt the bill and 
amendments,*’except the paragraphs relevant 
to the branch colleges, and that the house 
have the right to discuss that part of the bill. 

Several speeches were made on the colleges 


again when the section pertaining to them had 
been read. 

The previous question was again urged, and 
Mr. Whitfield withdrew his amendment.

SHIPS TO SAIL IN THE AIR. 


Confidence of Stockholders in the Success of 
Pennington’s Inyention.

TWO OF THEM ENACT A SCENE ON 
THE HOUSE FLOOR. 

Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, and Dr. Baldwin, 
of Randolph, Have a Slight Misunder- 
standing, but It Is Adjusted. 

There was quite a sensation in the house of 
representatives yesterday during the afternoon 


session. 


It was caused by a personal difficulty be- 
tween Mr. Humphreys, the well-known repre- 
sentative from Brooks, and Dr. Baldwin. the 
equally well-known representative from Ran- 
dolph. 

While some of the members were 
engaged in the little war of filibustering 
that closed the session with so much anima- 
tion, Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, arose toa 
point of personal privilege. 

He said that he had learned that some one 
had started the rumor that he 
had played leader of the farmers in 
their fight on the branch colleges for the pur- 
pose of being returned to the house, and that 
the farmers were being led astray by an in- 
temperate lawyer.

DR. BALDWIN’S REPLY. 

Dr. Baldwin was on his feet in an instant, 
and turning around to Mr. Humphreys, a few 
seats behind, said:

Mr. Humphreys said that he did not, for he

FINANCIAL RELIEF. 


Some of the Latest Schemes Proposed for the 
Present Scarcity of Money. 
From The New Orleans Picayune. 

Mr. John G. Devereux, the banker, proposes 
asimple and practical method of expanding 
our circulation by the addition of probably 
$200,060,000 within a very short space of time, 
and it moreover has the merit of proving a con- 
siderable degree of elacticity in the circulating 
medium by affording every facility for the 
extension of the system it proposes, so as to 
keep pace with the increase in population and 
the development of business. 

Mr. Devereux’s man in brief proposes that 
the clearing houses of the various banking 
communities be empowered by congress to act 
as distributing centers for an issue of circulat- 
ing notes to be secured by deposit with such 
clearing houses, of gold and silver bullion and 
coin, United States bonds, legal tender notes 
and national bank notes. The plan proposes 
that this new currency shall be distributed 
into business channels for the moving of t:.e 
crops and distribution of commodities through 
the banks, nationa! and state, which are mem- 
bers of the clearing houses, the circulating 
notes being delivered to the banks in such 
amounts as they may be entitled to by depos- 
itivg and pledging with the clearing houses 
any of the sorts of security already mentioned, 
or a certain proportion of their approved com- 
mercial bills receivable. 

Mr. Devereux’s pian embraces rules for 
properly securing the redemption of this circu- 
lation, and prevides for the government -guar- 
anteeing the issue of notes, and supervising 
the proper carrying out of the plan. Some of 
the advantages claimed for the plan are that 
it will gradually withdraw from the treasury 
and subtreasuries the gold and silver deposited 
there, and confide thein to the clearing houses, 
to the greater advantage of business interests, 
and that the new circulation will lead to the 
gradual displacement of the national bank 
notes.

Such a condition of things as this cannot 
continue for any great length of time without 
exciting a profound feeling of popular opposi- 
tion, and already this feeling is showing un- 
mistakable signs of its active existence. The 
determination to make an equitable readjust- 
ment is coming out in the most marked 
degree in ‘the hostility which has been 
aroused against the high protective principle, 
which is justly considered to be the leading 
cause of the enormous inequality in fortune to 
be observed in the United States. 

Unless the existing industrial ccnditions are 
altered there will, in the course of time, be 
found in this country a number of men whose 
fortunes will be so huge that any one of them 
will have it in his power at any time to pfre- 
cipitate a panic if he shall think his interests 
will thereby be promoted. The Jaw of national 

reservation will compel the erection of a 

rrier against such a probabillty as this. 

A GENERAL REFORM.

Western grain and southern cotton have

REMODEL THE NATIONAL BANKS.

It is impossible for any one to fail if they 
haye greenbacks or gold and silver suincient 


to meet their liabilities, and why? Is it be-. 


cause of the intrinsic value of these articles? 
Not at all, but because the government has 
stamped upon them its willingness to redeem 
on demand and makes them the money of the 
country, good for all debts. Legislation, then, 
can create values; can we not hope that 
through proper legislation is the panacea that 
will cure even the symptoms and make a gen- 
uine panic impossible. 

Supposing, then, the banking Jaw be so 
changed as to allow nationa) banks to discount 
paper with real estate security worth double 
the amount of the loan, values of property to be 
determined, if necessary, by government of- 
ficers. Let the government create a national 
bank emergency fund of say $50,000,000, to be 
advanced to banks in exchange for above 
securities with bank’s endorsement, making 
such terms as would induce banks to pay 
the loan and recall the securities at the 
earliest possible moment, replenishing the 
emergency fund, ready for the next money 
pressure, which, under such legislation would 
scarcely ever occur, because the government, 
to the extent of the emergency fund, has made 
a circulating medium of real estate, sufficiently 
large to bridge any financial chasm, 

The purchase by the government of $5,000,- 
000 or $50,000,000 of government bonds may 
relieve Wall street speculators, but can not 
have a wide influence, because the masses 
have no bonds or dealings with bondholders, 
but let the government puta value to real 
estate, or rather certify to.the intrinsic value 
it possesses, and every man would soon own 
his home and be a citizen in fact as well as in 
nanie. 

Gold, silver and greenbacks being the only 
articles to which the government stamps a 
value, bankers and people lie awake nights 
figuring how they can hoard up money to bridge 
a financial pressure. When most needed, in- 
stead of being in active circulation, to meet 
the necessary demands of the country, the 
money can be found in bank vaults, bureau 
drawers, old stockings and such—one govern- 
ment distributing a few million doilars, 
65,000,000 people trying to hide it, simply be- 
cause there is nothing else of value. 

The writer would not ‘be understood as 
claiming that any sort of legislation will pre- 
vent failures, but simply that the value of real 
estate be recognized by the government, and 
failures are less likely to occur, and panics 
never. 

To argue that savings banks, moneyed cor- 


porations and capitalists are loaning millions | 


of dollars on rea! estate, is only an additional 
argument why the government should attach 
to real estate a value, and for which, under 
conditions named, furnish a circulating me- 
dium in cases of emergency.

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The Treasury Scheme. 

A common sense analysis of the report of 
the secretary of the treasury shows a profl- 
igate waste and expenditure of the people’s 
money. Having so legislated that all the 
money in circulation has a tendency to re- 
turn to the treasury vaults, attracted thither 
by the irresistible gravity of high and un- 
necessary taxation in every direction, the 
great problem has been, and is now, how to 


get it out again after it goes there. St 


The New York Financial Chronicle was 
hunting around industriously awhile ago to 
discover the whereabouts of $63,000,000 ‘of 
currency increase issued recently. It omit- 
ted to look in the treasury. No doubt the 
equivalent of that increase had been ab- 
sorbed into the treasury. It is easy to see 
from thetreasurer’s report to what straits 
his department is brought. Heand the men 
under him are kept awake at night, not to 
secure money to carry on the government, 
but to devise ways and meansto keep the 
money of the country out of the treasury. 

The operations of Mr. Windom to this end 
are a burlesque in business and financial 
management, and yet it cannot be said that 
he is responsible. Everything he is com- 
pelled to do is the result of the financial and 
tariff systems put in operation by the repub- 
lican party for the benefit of the moneyed 
interests of the country. Unjust taxation 
causes the money of the people to pour into 
the treasury, and whenever the Wall street 
speculators find themselves in a corner the 
government is besought to pour it out 
again. 

This is an operation that is necessarily at- 
tended with profligacy and waste. The gov- 
ernment spends the people’s money for its 
own bonds, paying as high as $1.27 on the 
dollar, exhausting millions in the premium, 
and this sort of thing is regarded as a fine 
stroke of business, But it is only a make- 
shift. ‘The same‘conditions will continue 
to arise and grow more serious uutil repub- 
lican tariff and ftmancial legislation is re- 
pealed. 

Popular bankruptcy may be averted for 
awhile by Windom’s extravagant scheme, 

but there will be a continual and growing 
danger of it until the tariff law is repealed 
and a wise and sound financial system is 
established. 


For or Against Free Silver‘? 

The Boston Herald, quoting Senator 
Vest’s statement to the effect that Mr. 
Cleveland has revised his views on the silver 
question and is now in favor of free coinage, 
enters into quite an extended argument to 
show that in all probability Senator Vest is 
mistaken. Ordinarily, this woutd not bea 
question for argument, but The Herald, rather 
than permit itself to entertain the idea that 
Mr. Cleveland has slumped away from the 
Wall street influences, is quite ready to en- 
gage in a controversy over the matter. 

The truth is usually noted forits sim- 
plicity, and the simple truth in this case 
seems to be that Senator Vest would not 
have made the statement with which he is 
credited unless he knew what he was talking 
about. To suppose otherwise is to cast a 
serious reflection onthe senator from Mis- 
souri. The Herald, if it will permit us to 
say so, has missed the real point of a possi- 
ble controversy on this subject. Weare sur- 
prised that it did not occur to our usually 
alert contemporary. That point is this: Did 
Mr. Vest really make the statement? We 
have seen what Mr. Vest is credited with 
saying, we have seen an explanation of it, 
and then we have seen a modification of the 
whole matter, sandpapered and finished in 
chard oil to suit the fastidious tastes of the 
mugwumps. Here is where The Herald can 
make a thundering argument. 

It won’t do to say, as our contemporary 
does, that Mr. Cleveland has burned his 
ships behind him on the silver question.

Undoubtedly the anti-lottery law is so 
muddled, and is construed by so many mud- 
died heads, that it injures many newspa- 
pers and business men. Some postmasters 
have held that it applied to newspapers con- 
taining an offer of rewards to the agents se- 
curing the largest list of subscribers. A 
recent novel narrowly escaped confiscation 
in the mails because one of its chapters de- 
scribed a lottery drawing. Only yesterday 
one of our telegrams stated that the anti- 


lottery law was construed to prevent baking | 


powder and tea houses from giving away 
china to their customers. . 

However good the intention of the law 
may have been, it has led to absurd and in- 
jurious consequences. Small federal office 
holders have it in their power to seize and 
destroy the property of the citizen, and to 
interfere with his liberty. 

Such a condition of affairs cannot be en- 
dured long. The anti-lottery law will have 
to be revised so that there can be no doubt 
‘About its provisions. It would be better to 
have a lottery running in full blast without 
restrictions than to smash the freedom of the 
press by making every postmaster its censor. 
There is no sense or justice in pretending 
that the rewards and souvenirs given by 
publishers and merchants to their agents 
and customers come under the head of _lot- 
tery schemes. Such adecision is a.blow to 
legitimate business, and things have almost 
come to such a pass that a publisher or a 
merchant in some localities would be in 
danger of being hauled before a federal 
judge if he gave a cigar to one of his sub- 
scribers or customers.

What the Country Needs. 

The St. Louis Globe-DPemocrat sneers at 
Senator Gorman for saying that the failure 
of congress to give the country satisfactory 
financial legislation will result in a serious 
disaster. Our contemporary advises those 
who feel that congress has not risen to the 
level of the situation to come forward and 
propose some measure of relief. 

This advice seems to lack sincerity. The 
Globe-Democrat knows very well that 
thoughtful citizens—some of them men who 
are well acquainted with finance—are urg- 
ing various plans of relief, The subtreas- 
ury and government land loan schemes, and 
the free coinage of silver are being discussed 
everywhere. There is alsO another sug- 


r gestion, first made in these columns, and 


now growing in favor in many quarters. We 


allude to the proposition to repeal the fed- 
eral tax on the notes of state banks, so that 
each state can have local banks of issue. 

The Washington Post and other influen- 
tial papers are disposed to give the state 
banking system a fair and thorough consid- 
eration, and it will probably attract a good 
deal of attention. Hon. W. J. Samford, of 
Alabama, in a recent article in the Birming- 
ham Age-Herald, believes that state banks 
of issue will be necesary, even if we obtain 
the free coinage of silver. He says: 

Why not repeal the federal law that prevents 
state banks of issue? 

Whenéver this suggestion is made, at once the 
objection is made “wildcat banks,’’ “‘rag money.” 
But is that a wise objection? There were in the 
olden times state banks that failed, but there 
were many of them that nevér fatled. And, be- 
sides, since then, we have had the experience of 
thirty years in such matters. 

If the federal government can pass banking 
laws which will prevent loss by broken banks, is 
it not possible that the states can do so, too? Has 


not the state wisdom and statesmanship enough | 


to pass banking laws that will make bank bills 
absolutely safe? What makes a national bank 
bill perfectly safe? Any business man can an- 
swer that question. Why cannot the same prin- 
ciple be enacted into state law? 

One objection that is always urged to state 
banks is, that their bills are not of equal value all 
over the country. That they are subject to a 
slight discount in other states. Instead of being 
an objection, tomy mind this is an advantage. It 
compels the money to stay at home and perform 
domestic duty. If a hundred-dollar bill of an 
Alabama bank gets to Wall street, it will be dis- 
counted about 25 or 50 cents. That bill is sent 
back to Alabama, where it floats at par. This one 
point will prevent Wall street from hoarding all 
the currency. The bills of state banks will stay 
in their own localities.

PARAGRAPHIC PENCILINGS. 


William Henry Milburn, the blind chaplain of 
the federal house of representatives, was a de- 
voted friend of the late Chancellor Lipseomb. 
There isa bit of romancein the story of their 
life-long intimacy. 

Many years ago they were at the same time pas- 
tors in Montgomery, Ala., Milburnin charge of 
the Methodist Episcopal ehurch, south, and Lip- 
scomb the pastor of a feeble Methodist Protestant 
congregation. 

On a Sabbath afternoon Dr. Lipscomb officiated 
at the funeral service of a prominent citizen, and 
Milburn chanced to be one of his hearers. He was 
charmed beyond expression by the fervid yet clas- 
sical preaching of Lipscomb, and immediately 
sought his personal acquaintance. Henceforth 
their friendship was as that of David and Joua- 
than. In a volume subsequently published by 
Milburn he described the afore-mentioned ser- 
mon in termsas graphic and glowing as Wirt’s 
description of Waddell, the blind Virginia 
preacher, in the “British Spy.” . 

Dr. Lipscomb oncé said to me that he first met 
Milburn during a crisis in the Jatter’s ministerial 
life. He said that the gifted young divine was 
exceedingly perplexed with doubts on some vital 
points of theology. So much so that there was 
danger that he would break away from his eccle- 
siasticat moorings. With a brotherly heart and 
hand Lipscomb helped him through these straits 
of speculative difficulty. This kindness Milburn 
greatly appreciated, and ever afterwards kcpt in 
grateful remembrance. 

As anart critic Chancellor Lipscomb had few 
superiors. He had‘ carefully studied Ruskin’s 
writings from his Modern Painters to his latest 
brochures, such as Seasame Lilies and the like. 
He knew by heart the Laocoon of Lessing, and 
visited from time to time the best galleries of both 
hemispheres, Especially had he learned to inter- 
pret the cartoons of Raphael,and it was a rare 
pleasure to hear his lectures on the death of 
Ananias and the marvelous scene of the Transfig- 
uration. 7 

During my pastorate in Athens it was quite fash- 
ionable to make breakfast a la Anglais the occa- 
sion of literary reunions. I recall one at the late 
chancellor’s residence, when I met such notable 
personages as Asbury Hull, W. L. Mitchell, Colo- 
nel Ben Yancey, Judge Y. L, G. Harris, Dr. Hen- 
derson, the rector of the Episcopal church, Profes- 
sor Rutherford, Professor Waddell and possibly 
others, whose names have escaped me. On 
such oecasions Dr. Lipscomb appeared at the best 
advantage. I question if Oliver Wendell Holmes 
equalled himas a conversationalist, when his 
sometimes refractory nerves were under good 
control. 

Asa writer the late chancellor was both versa- 
tile and voluminous. At one time he performed 
some of the best educational work for Harper’s 
Magazine. Later he contributed both prose and 
poetry to Scotv’s Monthly, also some exquisitely 
beautiful things to the church papers—the Prot- 
estant Methodist, of Baltimore, the Wesleyan 
Christian Advocate, of Macon and the St. Louis 
and Nashville Christian Advocates, 

His mostelaborate literary performance was en- 
titled “Studies inthe Forty Days,” in two twelve 
mo. volumes. This publication has passed through 
several editions and is stillin demand. 

He reaches his loftiest summit of excellence in 
the Philosophy and Rhetoric of this admirable 
work. There was aclass of critics who failed to 
apprehend the deep and broad significance of this 
treatise. Amongst a batch of highly prized letters 
received from him in the last few years, I find this 
passage, which I venture to publish: 

“A few of the critics do not seem to understand 
the scope and plan of the work. I may say to you 
that 1 wrote it totry and show what to ihink of 
the ‘Forty Days’ and how tothinkit. But youcan 
see into the inmost heart of it.’’ 


Dr. Lipscomb was as enthusiastic an hymnologis; 
as his old friend, Dr. T.O. Summers. Norfis it ex- 
travagant to say that he produced some sacred 
lyrics not unworthy of John Keble or Charles 
Wesley. 

We append the following which we glean trom 
the pages of Scott’s Monthiy. It was written 
for a commencement Sabbath at the State Uni- 
versity : 

ORIGINAL HYMN—L. M, 
Once more to bless these honored walls, 
The Sabbath hours of God return, 
Once more to rest the spirit calls, 
Pledge of that rest for which we yearn, 


Last Autumn saw the furrowed glebe 
Lie purpling ’neath the fading year.

THE TWITTY BILL. 


A letter from Dr. Warren A. Candler, of 
Emory. 

The following letter from Dr. Warren A. 
Candler, president of Emory college and pro- 
fessor Of political economy there, was received 
by Hon. W. H. Fleming yesterday: 

Ox¥FoRD, Ga., December 11.—My Dear Mr. Flem- 
ing: I thank you for the copy of your article 
against the Twitty bill, which I have just re- 
ceived. Your reasonjng is thoroughly sound, as 
it seems to me. : 

The bill, if it becomes a law, will injure all 
classes, but most especially our farming popula- 
tion, which at this time is largely a debtor class. 
It would make money come hard and high to 
them. 

The measure, should it become a law, will 
be ineffective for the ends it aims 
at, and _ all-effective in doing harm. 
It could be and would be evaded, and the evasions 
would always, at last, cometo this: The borrower 
must pay more money for what he borrows. 

Good coliecting laws make money plentiful and 
cheap; bad collecting laws make money scarce 
and high. This may be set down as a law of 
political economy, unvarying in its operation, and 
the Twitty bill falls under its condemnation. 

Moreover, I do not like moral aspects 
of the measure. It treats the borrower as an in- 
capable minor needing protection and the creditor 
as a conscienceless pirate whum it would bea piety 
to defeat. It leadsin the direction of moral ener- 
vation to all classes. 

When will we be rid of these heresies of over- 
legislation? Some men seem to think that legis- 
lation isa king cure-all for every ill, and so we 
have the ills of over-legislation for which there is 
no cure. 

I trust the senate will yet defeat the bill. Iam, 
yours truly, W. A. CANDLER.

“For,” said he, “that curve is supposed to 
have been built for passenger trains with a 
speed of fifty miles. No ger train has 
ever left the track here, and this train was not 
moving half that fast.”’ 

One of the railroad men present, however, 
has a different view from that uf Mr. Droege. 

‘This track right here at this curve,’ said 
he, ‘is almost flat. There ig noincline to it. 
You see, this rail ought to be considerably 
higher here at this angle than that. But it 
ain't. They are nearly level.”

THE ZACHRY RESOLUTION FAILS OF 
A CONSTITUTIONAL MAJORITY. | 


The Senate Devotes the Day to a Discussion 
of the Question—It Will Come Up 
Again Today. 


The Zachry resolution was exhaustively 


And on an“aye and nay yote it failed to re- 
ceive the requisite constitutional majority. 

But Senator Cabaniss, of the twenty-second, 
gave notice of a motion to reconsider, and the 
bill will be considered in the senate again 
today. 

The senate chamber was full when the 


session opened, and as the Zachry 
resolution was the special order 
of the day every one expected 
some hard fighting. The general expectation 
was not disappointed. 

Immediately after the reading of the journal, 
Mr. Ellington, of the twenty-ninth, moved 
thatthe motion to recommit the Twitty bill 
be reconsidered. After some lively sparring 
the bill was made the special order for today 
at 11 o’clock. ; 

The Zachry Resolution. 

The Zachry resolution was brought up at 
10:30 o’clock, and Senator Zachry made 
the opening speech in its behalf. 
His speech was a brief one. 
He showed in as few words as possible what 
was the object of the resolution and urged its 
passage. 

SENATOR CABANISS. 

Senator Cabaniss, of the twenty-second, fol- 
lowed in a speech of some lengthin favor of 
the bill. He said that the Western and At- 
lantic railroad had been good tenants, they 
had done their part and now, before the ex- 
piration of the lease, asked that some way be 
devised) by which a settlement could be 
effected. 

There could be no possible injury worked to 


sion, he argued. The members were to be good 
men and true, appointed by the governor with 
special regard to their intelligence and integ- 
rity, and there was hardly any probability that 
they would go wrong in their work. That the 
appointment of the committee was the only 
practical way to a settlement of the difficulties 
in the way, andthat while he believed in 
standing up to an agreement, if there was any

SENATOR TERRELL. 

Senator J. M. Terrell, chairman of the 
finance committee, and one of the members who 
signed the majority report, followed Senator 
Cabaniss in a telling speech against the reso- 
lution. 

He said that he had one objection to the 
resolution which was not incorporated in the 
minority report. That the claims submitted 
contained no itemized statements. The 
claims submitted to the last legisla- 
ture aggregated $750,000, and now about 
$550,000, and he wanted to know 
why and where this difference came in. He 
considered that 16 would be shirking a solemn 
duty to put this matter in the hands of any 
committee, be it composed of men as pure as 
angels. That he wanted noarbitration for the 
state of Georgia, the commission, it was called, 
but it would be simply arbitration. The ap- 
pointments were made by the governor, and 
confirmed by the senate, but the present lessees 
then virtually confirmed them, for they would 
not sign the agreement to stand by the com- 
mission’s decision unless the members of that 
commission were satisfactory to them. He 
wanted thestate to pay every dollar she owed, 
but did not want any compromise 
verdicts. A commission had an 
unsavory reputation, it was a commissien that 
put Hayes in the president’s chair. If one 
must be appointed, nake it one whose de- 
cision was not final. He would introduce a 
substitute which looked to the appointment 
ofa joint committee of the house and senate; 
let them examine intothe matter and report 
back to the legislature, and let them finally 
decide the matter. The suggestion had 
been made, not the threat exactly, 
that unless the demands of the lessees were ac- 
ceded to the rolling stock would be run into 
Tennessee and the new lease jeopardized. 
There could be but one objection to the sub- 
stitute by the present lessees and that was, 
that if they had the right to remove com- 
mercial fixtures before the termination of 
their lease and failed to do so they might lose 
them, but that objection was removed by the 
last clause in the substitute, which provided 
that all rights of the lessees should be pro- 
tected as to these commercial fixtures. He 
had rather submit the question to any courts 
than to the proposed commission, for the 
courts were responsible to the people, the com- 
mission to nobody. 

SENATOR HODGES. 

Senator B. fF. Hodges, of the thirty-first, 
followed, advoting the resolution. He said 
that by the commission was the only way to 
settle the differences in a business-like and 
quick way. He considered the legislature a 
body too cumbrous and of too wide a diversity 
of opinion to settle the matter, and had confi- 
dence enough in the governor to trust to his 
appointments. 

SENATOR BECK. 

Senator M. W. Beck, of the twenty-sixth, 
followed Senator Hodges in a lengthy 
speeci. 

He said he considered that any senator who 
voted for the resolution would stultify him- 
self. The fact that the claims were so many 


for not shirking the responsibility. If thenew 
lessees saw fit to refuse the road, let the state 
run it. Government control of railroads had 
been agitated before this. He didn’t believe 
in government control asa rule, but he felt 


that there need be no fear that the railroad 
would be allowed to remain idle 
or a dead loss to the state. 
He did not see why the lessees 
could not have the matter decided by the 
legislature, from whose decision they could 
appeal, instead of wanting to go before a com- 
mission of five, from whose decision there 
was no appeal. It would be better for the 
courts of Georgia or Tennessee to settie the 
matter than leave it to this unknown, un- 
named committee. 
SENATOR WILLIAMS, 

Senator R. W. Williams, of the first, in- 
sisted that the only speedy way to settle the 
matter was by the commission. It was 
not shirking aduty. The legislature was re- 
sponsible for the action of the committee, and 
if the committeeis not appointed the matter 
will necessarily be put on the next house. 

The senator from the eighth, Mr. O’Neal, 
had commenced his speech in opposition to the 
resolution, when the hands pointed to 12:30 
o’clock, and the senate adjourned to meet at 
3 o’clock. : 

The Afternoon Session. 

Immediately after the senate was called to 
order in the afternoon session, Senator O’ Neal 
continued his speech, which was broken in 
upon by the adjournment. 

Senator O’ Neal said: ‘‘The lessees wait until

is binding on the state. In my opinion we 
will stultity ourselves if we pass the resolu- 
tion. ‘ 

SENATOR ELLINGTON. 

Senator Ellington followed Senator Jobn- 
son. He said that thé legisiatyre was elected 
to settle this question and should not delegate 
the task to another body, and that he, for one, 
would not delegate his vote to another. It 
would have been an easy matter to send in an 
itemized account long ago and had the matter 
settled. It has not been done, and now they 
are trying to bulldoze us. He would protest 
forever against having the decision of the 
commission final. 

Senator O’ Neal again said that it would be 
better to appoint, the joint commission, and 
get on the road to settlement. He also said 
that he had heard a gentleman, who was ina 
Position to know, say that he thought the 
lessees would settle for about $260,000. 

Senator Ellington referred to an editorial 
in yesterday’s ConsTITUTION. He said 
that the only lobbying he had heard of was 
done by friends of Zachry’s resolution, and the 
only time he had been lobbied had been by 
friends of the resolution. 

: SENATOR CABANISS’S CONCLUSION. 

Senator Cabaniss then arose to make the 
concluding speech. He said that he took it 
for granted that every senator was working 
heart and soul for a settiement. The resolution 
simply says, he continued, that knowing that 
taxes are unpaid, and thatthere are claims 
for betterments we will meet you fairly, and 
ajlow a commission of five gentiemen to settle 
the matter. 

There is no arbitration, he said. The les- 
sees can neither name or object to any one on 
the commission. Instead of shirking,: we as- 
sume the responsibility of saying that know- 
ing all the complications of the case, and that 
we cannot settle it in the time it should be 
done, we appoint this commission to doit for us. 
My friends probably made the impression that 
the lessees were contending for $750,000, when 
Senator Brown himself says it will be only 
about $550,000. The last legislature, in pre- 
paring the new lease act, saw that 
the state owas not sufficiently pro- 
tected against claims of this kind and 
have providdd that no claims for betterments 
can be made again, and that the taxes in 
Geurgia and Tennessee must be paid by the 
lessees. The present lessees have the right to 
deliver this property, or property of like kind 
and condition, or pay for it, and if this, 
commission is not appointed to settle things 
the new lessees may throw up their lease. 

The governor will not name any man on 
that commission who will swerve from the 
narrow path, Lam sure. We must have this 
committee. It is common sense, business and 
justice. Georgia’s record is too bright for 
standing up to her contracts to do injustice to 
any one, and I say,and know all agree with me, 
‘*Fiat justilia, ruat coelum.”’ 

SENATOR TERRELL AGAIN. 

Senator Terre]! then arose again and said that 
$500,000 worth of bonds deposited with the 
state treasurer would compel the new lessees 
to stand to the lease, so there need be no fear 
on that account. The control of the old lease 
company was virtually the same as of the new, 
and the suggestion that unless the state settled 
with the old lessees before the termina- 
tion of the present lease, they might 
place the state in such a position that it could

The senator from the sixteenth, Dr. W. E. 
Lane, said that he wasa farmer, and that he 
thonght the commission was the business way 
of settling the matter, and hoped the Zachry 
resolution would be adopted, as he wanted to 
go home. 

SENATOR TERRELL’S SUBSTITUTE. 

Here the substitute of Mr. Terrell was read

itresolyed, by the senate of Georgia, the 
house of representatives concurring, That a joint 
committee, consisting of five from the senate and 
seven from the house, be appointed, whose duty it 
shall be to ascertain what, if any, issues exist 
now, or after the expiration of the present lease 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, between the 
state and the Western and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany, or outgoing lessees, and make report of said 
issues, and the evidence bearing thereon, to the 
present or the adjourned session of the present 
general assembly, that it may be clearly presented 
to the general assembly what, if any, are the dif- 
ferences between the parties named, and upon 
what law or facts each party base their claims, so 
that the general assembiy inay intelligently 
decide whether it is best for it to dispose of the 
matter, or to submit it for consideration to some 
other tribunal. Said committee shall hear evi- 
dence in behalf of each party; shal! have power to 
call for persons and papers; to sit during the re- 
cess of the general assembly, and to employa 
stenographer and sg! grad to take down ail evi- 
den¢e submitted. The state shall be represented 
before said committee by the attorney general and 
such other counsel as the governor may employ. 
No delay occasioned by this resolution shall in 
any wise prejudice any of the rights oi the present 
lessees.

SALE OF THE SECOND BAPTIST. 


The Old Church Building Brings $580— 
Who Bought It. 


$580. 

That was the money brought by the old 
Second Baptist church building, sold at 
auction yesterday at noon. 

Mr. M. Benjamin, of the Standard Ice Com. 
pany, was the purchaser. He will use the 
materials in buildings which his company 
purposes erecting. 

The old chureh building, which is situated 
on the corner of Mitchell and Washington 
streets, was sold upon condition that it be re- 
moved from the lot within sixty days from 
December 26th, at which timéit passes into 
the hands of the purchaser. 

All debris is aiso to be removed, and the lot 
left cleured for the erecrion of thenew church. 

Some portions of the building and equip- 
ments were reserved. The reserved articles 
were: 

The pulpit, platform, stand and baptistry, 
with the gas fixtures of the pulpit. The 
gas fixtures and siabs in the main auditorium 
and basement were also reserved. 

Seven pairs of window sash of the audito- 
rium and two pairs outside front doors, and al! 

ews, benches, tables, carpets, footstools and 
snches were included. 

The Jarge organ and all music and musical 
instruments, and the bell in the steeple with 
1ts equipments. 

It isestimated that the building, the material 
in it, was worth at least $4,000. This estimate 
is, of course, based upon prices for second-hand 
brick, stone, woodwork, etc., not upon the

Mr. G. B. Adair was the first bidder. His 
offer was $500, which was slowly raised until 
the building was knocked down to Mr. Benja- 
mip.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 12.-—-The stock market today 
was strong, though comparatively quiet, shorts and 
London buying liberally upon the expected increase 
in reserves to be shown by the banks tomorrow, and 
also on the feeling that Monday’s meeting of railroad 
presidents will result in improving the earnings of 
trunk lines in particular and of subsidiary roads, more 
especially in the west. London wasjinfluenced by the 
more hopeful state of affairs here this morning, and 
not only were prices higher there, but large buying 
orders were in this market for arbitrage account, and 
shorts on the strength of this were eager bidders for 
stocks at the opening, which showed advances of from 
34 to 1 per cent over last night’s figures. The urgent 
demand from both classes of buyers sent prices up 
rapidly in the first hour, but the bears, when buying, 
showed signs of slacking off and stood ready to attack 
both Union Pacificand Lackawanna. Union Pacific 
yielded most readily to the raid, and ?', percent was 
knocked from its price at one time, which brought the 
entire list back a portion of the way. 

The effort to dislodge long stocks and check buying, 
however, was not a success and was soon given up, 
the shorts continuing to buy, while among most of the 
active shares there was a steady stream of good pur- 
chases, and prices again moved upward with avery 
uniform advance. Money was unusually easy for Fri- 
day, most of the business being done at about 3 per 
cent, which helped the advance materially. There 
was no cessation in the upward movement of import- 
ance, and it continued until the close, which was quict, 
bnt firm to strong, at ornear the best figures of the 
day.

NEW YORK, December 12.—! Special. '—Manchester 
bought freely today in Liverpool, and our cables are of 
a decidedly favorable character, stating that faith in 
cotton at present prices was creating an investment 
demand that is likely to continue unless the American 
markets weakened under the pressure of heavy re- 
veipts.
